Morton's Bills 


Senator Merton introduced a bill to 


prohibit the presence of girls 
and 


women at dunces in sa'loons and plac- 
es where liquor is sold. 
A tine o£ 


$50 to $500'or CO''days in jail is the 
penalty provided for violation of the 
proposed law. 
Another important 


bill by Senator Merton would relieve 
the bribe-taker from the.'penalties of 
the penal .laws and place them upon 
the giver, or offerer of bribes. 


'Hudnall's Bill 


Senator Hudnall introduced a bill 


to provide for the distribution of 95 
per cent of the taxes raised by the 
state through the operation of the 
new ad valorem railroad taxation law'. 
He would have the money given to 
the counties in which the railroad 
property is situated. 
This law was 


passed two years ago and has been 
one of the leading La Fo'llette issues 
in .Wisconsin. It raised the taxes.of 
the railroads half a million dollars, 
and took the place of the license fee 
taxes. The passage of this act would 
take from the state the largest source 
of revenue aside from the school tax. 
Senator Sanborn introduced a bill 
to limit a hunter's take to ten birds 
in one clay and to limit shipments of 
birds to 50 birds. 
The penalty pro- 


posed is a fine of ?50 to $100 or GO 
days to six months in jail.

Roosevelt Delivers A Notable Address At The 


Gotham, Lincoln Dinner. 


in this city Monday night— . 


, the Republican club on the 
problem, and the. other to .the

In discussing the race-question be-1 


fore the Republican club the president 
declared it was'not a sectional one, 
and that it was one on which the 
whole nation must unite in seeking a 
solution. 


To-the members of the Press club ] 


the president urged that all writers j 
for the American press should always j 
bear in' mind that courtesy and fair | 
treatment is as necessary in the inter- 
course between nations as between 
individuals. 


The Lincoln,dinner was held at the 


Waldorf-Astoria hotel, and, in the num- 
ber of guests and elaborateness of 
decorations, exceeded any function of 
its character ever held in New York. 


The guests numbered more than 1,- 


300,'and not..'only crowded .the main 
banquet hall but the Astor gallery, 
the myrtle .room, and even the foyer, 
on the second floor, the whole of 
which-was used. Among the guests 
were 275 women, wbo dined in the 
Astor gallery. 


Does Not Scold South. . . .

with the broad tolerance of the spirit 
of Abraham.Lincoln, was-not'a lec- 
ture to-the people of the south nor an 
arraignment of the white men. for de-

The president did not .hesitate to 


draw a broad distinction between civil 
and social privileges. 
He declared: 


"Full recognition of the fundamental 


fact that all men' should stand on an 
equal footing as regards civil privi- 
leges, in no way interferes with recog- 
nition-of the further fact that all re- 
flecting men of both races are united 


• In feeling that. race purity must be 
maintained." 


Problem Will Be Solved. 


President Roosevelt grew 'eloquent 


in "declaring, his faith in "the ability 
and courage and fearlessness of the, 
So.uth. in'meeting the. race' problem.' 
and in__the wisdom of the people of 
the whole-country in solving .the ques- 
tion. For. after all. he said, the race 
.problem, .although-it-affects the South 
'most vitally,-'-iS'-one for the whole 
people 
to - solve. " The

*• "For'weal or for woe," he said, "we

hanged on Thursday of this week in 
the Reading- jail for the murder of 
John'Edwards, her husband. 


The case ^ame before the supreme 


court finally Monday on two petitions, j 
one by the woman, in which she held" 
Greason blameless of the murder of 
her husband and prayed that he be 
given a new trial, and another by 
Greason, in. which he asked for a re- 
opening of his case on the ground- of 
newly discovered evidence. Both peti- 
tions were refused, only three of the 
seven members of the. court voting 
in favor of the petitions. There was 
no opinion filed,-the papers simply be- 
ing indorsed "refused." 


Bases Appeal on Confession. 


The newly discovered evidence re- 


ferred to in the Greason petition was 
the confession of- Mrs. Edwards ia 
which she stated that Greason had no 
connection with the crime; that she 
killed- her husband 
and 
that 
ner 


daughter Mary assisted her in throw- 
ing her husband's body into a cistern. 


Counsel for Greason confidently ex- 


pected that the supreme court would 
reop.en the case-, and Mr.s. 


counsel v.-is rciyir.u; upc.i su,».i a co'n- 
tingency to save his client's life. Had 
the case been reopened the worrtj.n 
would have been reprieved in order to 
testify in favor of the colored man, 
but as the ruatt.er now stands only 
the board of pardons can' save Mrs. 
Edwards from_ the scaffold.

Pennypacker has refused to interfere - 
unless he receives a recommendation 
from the pardon board and this body 
does not meet until twenty-four hours 
previous to the time set for the exe- 
cution.

Hit Husband With Hammer.

filed a supplemental 
confession, in 


which she tells of the brutal murder 
of her husband. She found him lying 
on the porch "in a drunken sleep and 
struck him several tlraes on the head 
with a hammer.' He raised himsell 
to a. sitting posture and then rolled 
into the yard, where I again struck 
him with the hainmer several times."

Land Grabs. 


; The overthrow of the old homestead 
law and1 the substitution of a C40 acre 
homestead is being rapidly cousum- 


j mated,/so far as the change can be 
pushed along by the Public Lands 
Committee of the House. That body 
voted the other day to recommend 
the passage of a square-mile home- 
stead bill as applied to S or 10 million 
acres of land in western South Dako- 
ta, although a minority of the com- 
mittee, consisting of Chairman Lacey 
and Representatives Mondell of Wy- 
oming, Miller of Kansas and Need- 


I ham of California, will, 
it is under- 


stood, bring 
in 
a separate 
report, 


against the bill. The committee will 
take up succeeding bills applying the 
square-mile homstead to other states. 
This report of the committee 
was 


made In the face of a strong adverse 
recommendation from the 
commis- 


sioner of the' general land office and 
the secretary of the interior. 
The 


commissioner painted to the fact that 
a similar bill was enacted last year 
for western Nebraska lands "as an 
experiment," and he stated that suf- 
ficient time had not elapsed to war. 
rant any conclusion whatever favor- 
able to the Nebraska or Kinkaid law. 


Under the South Dakota 
bill the 


government is given four months in 
which to make a complete survey of 
the state and withdraw any 
lands 


suitable for- irrigation. 
There is no 


provision in the bill, 
however, 
by 


which the government could withdraw 
lands which it might find to be suit- 
able for agriculture without irriga- 
tion. 


Unless a strong sentiment is devel- 


oped to this bill, it is likely to quietly 
slip-through congress, so slight is the 
interest manifested by easi/.rn mem- 
bers in the question of the develop- 
ment and administration of the great 
agricultural domain of the country. 
There seems to be a disposition to let 
the public lands take care of them 
selves, no matter • what 
amount of 


fraud and 
speculation 
in them 
is 


shown to exist, to pass by the prob- 
lem and .even as in this instance to 
enact further 
laws allowing 
their 


more rapid disposal. 


"Ko more dangerous nor insidious 


measure than this square-mile home- 
stead' 
scheme," 
said 
a prominent 


member of congress, "has of late 
come before congress. 
It is unques- 


tionably an attractive idea and will 
meet with enthusiastic 'support by 
those who desire 
to 
secure 
large 


tracts of agricultural lands. 
I regard 


it as a' most dangerous piece of legis- 
lation." 


• In speaking of this action, of 
the 


House Public Lands Committee, Sen- 
ator Gibson, a meni.oer of the Public 
Lands Committee of the Senate, said'.: 
•'''"The absorption of our public lands 
into great private holdings' is "going 
on under our present Jaws at railroad 
speed, but this plan to.permit a man 
to -take up a square mile of land is 
to my mind little short of •iuiquitpus. 
If would condemn much-of our finest 
agricultural lands in the northwest, 
capable of .growing crops and support- 
ing families on'small tracts, to per- 
petual stock grazing. 
Nor would it 


result in MO-acre stock ranches. This 
square mile unit is too much hind for 
a man to farm and too little for him 
to successfully 
raise 
stock upon. 


The result would be that in one way 
or another, the land would be 'concen- 
trated into big holdings, very effect- 
ively preventing settlement. 
There 


is a great future in agriculture for my- 
state and adjoining states, but such 
a law as this would do much to shat- 
ter our hopes for the development 
of real farming," 


It is admitted at the capital that to 


secure the enactment 
of a general 


law allowing homestead entries of a 
square mile .would be impossible; but 
it is expected to take up the question 
of state by state, one state having 
already been granted the right and 
to secure the legislation piecemeal.

Robert Qiiayle, is said to 
be convinced that electric power on 
railways is 'the coming thing for two 
classes of traffic. First the third rail 
system where there is a very heavy 
and frequent traffic, near large cities 
and between Chica'go and Milwaukee; 
and secondly, the electric trolley sys- 
tem on feeder branch lilies, where 
the traffic is light, but 
where fre- 


quent service will add greatly to the 
profits. 
The utility of electricity in 


parrying heavy freight for long dis- 
tanc'es is not yet 
claimed or even 


predicted, but in short, lighter hauls, 
electricity is doing wonderfully suc- 
cessful work. The railway .system of 
the future will probably be equipped 
with-the third rail electric power for 
forty or fifty miles out of large cities; 
where the traffic 
is heavy and fre- 


quent; the main line will be double 
tracked with low grades 
and easy 


curves, and will be operated by steam 
locomotives, as at present; the short 
feeders or 
branches 
will have the 


electric trolley system.

With all its perfection,' the modern 


steam locomotive is about the most 
wasteful form of power now in use. 
However, it is not expected that elec- 
tricity will replace -steam locomotives 
for regular main line motive power, 
for long heavy trains, but where the 
amount of traffic 
does not warrant 


the expense of the'third rail electric 
system. 
The total cost for an elec- 


tric trolley railway 
is one-third to 


one-half less than a third rail elec- 
tric system. 
Thus a trolley line will 


pay well where a third rail electric 
system would be impossible. The C. 
& N.. W. Ry. 
expects 
to lay four 


tracks all the way from Chicago to

PEACE PROSPECTS. 


If the wish is father to the thought 


in the peace rumors so extensively 
current at present, the wish itself, is 
a good one, and indicates an inter- 
national frame of mind which in it- 
self makes for a settlement, between 
Russia and Japan. We have had very 
clear indications 
that 
the Russian 


government docs not encourage the 
expression of 
public 
opinion; 
but 


even on the news which is • allowed 
to leak out, or which perhaps cannot 
be fully concealed, it is fair to sur- 
mise that the 
war party 
can have 


no illusions as to national sentiment 
on the campaign with Japan. , 
' February 5 was the anniversary of 
the outbreak of the war, and it is 
questionable if'any nation can show 
in its history such a year of succes- 
sive humiliating defeats. 
In spite of 


the incompetence of the French gen- 
erals and the fatuity of an emperor 
unscrupulous without being able, the 
French armies made by comparison 
a better showing against the Germans 
in 1S70. They won a few small bat- 
tles .and incidentally, the French peo- 
ple, as distinguished from the imperi- 
' al government, earned the sympathy 
of the world before the Germans dic- 
tated terms of peace 
at Versailles 


The series.of defeats of the Russian 
army, frord the crossing of the Yalt; 
to the last failure on the Sha River, 
has been unrelieved by a single vic- 
tory. In every detail which 
makes 


for' victory the Japanese _have been 
incomparably superoir. 
But the rec- 


ord ofr the Russian army becomes al- 
most respectable by comparison with 
the exploits of 
•<>. navy which, on pa- 


per at least, 
was 
four 
times the 


strength of that of 
the 
Japanese. 


Every possible fault, from 
crass in- 


competence to absolute 
cowardice, 


has been committed. 
That

geneous collection of war vessls. of

The Rusisan people are not humili- 


ated by the defeats 
their regiments 


and ships have suffered. 
It was no 


quarrel of theirs. It is true they bear 
the burden of the sins of their rulers 
and pay the penalty, but the Russian 
people themselves suffer no discredit 
in making peace. . It -would, in fact, 
be a triumph of public morality over 
official turpitude. 
The bureaucracy 


has everything to lose in continuing 
the war, and nothing to gain. 
Russia 


will have spent $100,000,000 recently 
sought in Paris before 
the end of 


April, even if they never raise the 
loan at all. 
If it took the Japanese, 


with the command of the sea, eight 
months to capture Port Arthur, it 
would take the Russians.eight years 
with the port open.. Even supposing 
General Oyama could be compelled to 
.retreat on Corea, all his communica- 
tions are open and easily 
protected. 


It is not to be supposed that the Rus- 
sian army, defeated in positions- of its 
own choosing, would have any greater 
success in positions 
chosen by the 


competent Japanese generals. 


The Russian army, besides, is want- 


ed 5t home. Discontent, on the best 
possible showing, is -wide-spread, and 
requires all the military force the 
Russian government can command for 
the mere duties of police. Bitter ex-, 
perience is the only school for fools, 
and even the Romanoff, who, like the 
Bourbon, may be said to learn noth- 
ing and forget nothing, must at last 
accept the Inevitable. The markets 
of Europe, in fact, show -that 
the 


declarations of 
an unalterable 
de- 


termination to fight over a period of 
years, made in ' St. Petersburg, and 
repeated • by the Russian representa- 
tives abroad, are largely intended for 
use in subsequent negotiations. 
The 


Russian budget shows that borrowing 
abroad is depended upon almost en- 
tirely for the conduct of a campaign 
which is costing $10,000,000 a week.

made at rates undreamed of a year 
ago, and in the present state of feel- 
ing throughout Europe and this coun- 
try it is doubtful if more money could 
be raised without a definite pledge of 
peace.
